The secretary of 
the treasury on January I, 1895, esti­ 
mated the total stock of coined silver 
in the world, aside from the United 
States, at $3,444,900,000, and, during 
the year 1894 the total world’s pro­ 
duction of silver at $216,892,200. The 
word “unlimited” means that this $3,- 
661,792,200 and all mined since, and all 
to be mined hereafter, may demand 
coinage at the mints of the United 
States. 
The phrase, “legal ratio of 16 to I,” 
means that the mint will take 23.22 
grains of pure gold and stamp this 
weight as one dollar; and that 371.25 
grains of pure silver will be stamped 
as one dollar. Hence the weight of a 
silver dollar is 16 times the weight of 
a gold dollar (15.988 to I). This is 
called a legal ratio because it Is es­ 
tablished by law. 
The legal ratio must not he con­ 
founded with the commercial ratio. 
The secretary of the treasury states 
that for a considerable period the com­

The first demand of the free 
coinage party is that this $15,000 for 
every million coined shall be paid out 
of the national treasury, and not paid 
directly or indirectly by the owner of 
the silver bullion. 
The word “unlimited” means 
that 
the holder of silver bullion anywhere 
In the world can send it to the mints 
of the United States and demand its 
coinage into money. The secretary of 
the treasury on January I, 1895, esti­ 
mated the total stock of coined silver 
in the world, aside from the United 
States, at $3,444,900,000, and, during 
the year 1894 the total world’s 
pro­ 
duction of silver at $216,892,200. The 
word “unlimited” means th at this $3,- 
661,792,200 and all mined since, and all 
to be mined hereafter, may 
demand 
coinage at the mints of the United 
States. 
The phrase, “legal ratio of 16 to I,” 
means that the mint will take 23.22 
grains of pure gold and stamp 
this 
weight as one dollar; and that 371.25 
grains of pure silver will be stamped 
as one dollar. Hence the weight of a 
silver dollar is 16 times the weight of 
a gold dollar (15.988 to I).

called a legal ratio because it is es­ 
tablished by law.

The subject, howev er, is cov ered 
by the reaffirmation of the Chicag o pla t­ 
form, and 1 take this occasion to reassert 
my belief in the principle which underlies 
the income tax ..

In the distribution of powers among the 
g ov ernm ents org anized by the commission, 
the presumption is a lwa y s to be iu fav or 
of the smaller subdiv ision, so that all the 
powers which can properly be ex ercised by 
the 'municipal g ov ernment shall be v ested 
in tha t g ov ernment, and all the powers 
of a more g eneral character which can be 
ex orcised by the departmental g ov ernment 
sha ll be v ested in that g ov ernment, and so 
tha t in the g ov ernmental sy stem , which Is 
the result of the process, the centra l g ov ­ 
ernment of the Islands, following the ex ­ 
ample of the distribution *>f the powers 
between the sta tes aud the national g ov ­ 
ernment of the United Sta tes, shall hav e 
no dlreet a dministration ex cept of matters 
of purely g eneral concern, aud shall hav e 
only such superv ision aud control ov er lo­

If they can be found competent and willing

It will be necessary to fill » » me offices 
for the present with Americans which after 
a tim e may well be fiiled by nativ es of the 
islands. 
As soon as practicable a sy stem 
for a scertaining the merits aud fitness of 
ca ndida tes for civ il office should be put in 
force. 
An indispensable qualification for 
all offices ami positions of trust and au­ 
thority in the Island must be absolute and 
unconditional loy alty to the United States,

absolute and 
unhampered

and power to remov e and punish any officer 
dev ia ting from that standard must at all 
tim es be retained In the lands of the cen­ 
tral authority of the islands. 
In all the forms of g ov ernment and ad­

SALVATION ARMY NURSERY BURNS. 


A Man and Fiv e Children Perished In 


Cincinna ti—Two Fem a le Staff Captain* 
and 
a Child Fa ta lly Injured—H eroic 


A ttem pts a t Rescue. 


Cincinnati, O., Sept. 
18 .—An 
old 
four-story tenement building at No. 
4Uo East Front street, used as branch 
nursery of the Salvation Army , burned 
and its occupants were so imprisoned 
that some were suffocated to death and 
other seriously injured. 
On account of the cold weather a 
tire had been started in the stove for 
the little tots, who are cared for there 
during the day while their mothers 
are engaged at work elsewhere. 
It is 
thought that this 
caused 
the 
tire, 
through some defect in the flues. Most 
of the mothers knew nothing of the 
calamity until they wore through with 
their day ’s work. At the morgue and 
at tiie hospitals, as well as about the 
burned building, the scenes were Inde­ 
scribable. 
The firemen made heroic efforts to 
rescue the women and children, but 
most of those on the upper floors were 
bey ond hope. 
The 
patrol 
wagons 
dashed with all possible speed to the 
hospitals with those that were rescued 
and their cries were heard along the 
streets. All of the hospital phy sicians 
were called in and the nurses 
did 
their utmost to relieve those suffering 
from burns. 
It had been currently reported that 
a dozen were killed and as many in­ 
jured, but later all were accounted for 
ex cept five, three fatally injured and 
four serious injured. 
The dead: 
James Harkins, painter, 
aged 40 
y ears. 
Herbert Harkins, aged 4 y ears, son 
of .lames Harkins. 
Rlioda Harkins, aged 
months. 
Maggie Williams, aged 3 months. 
Edward Mullen, aged 4 y ears. 
The fatally injured: 
Post Captain Elizabeth Erickson, of 
Vow York, a native of Sweden, aged 
25. 
Staff Captain Bertha Anderson, of 
Chicago, aged 35, also a native 
of 
Sweden. 
My rtle Ferrell, aged 0. 
Seriously 
injured: Bessie Atkins, 
aged 5 y ears; 
Frank 
Hill, aged 
2 
months; Albert Hill, aged 
3 y ears; 
Joseph Benton, aged 4 y ears. 
All of the dead bodies were burned 
to a erisp. 
All of the victims and those injured 
belong to the nursery ex cept James 
Harkins, who came to the rescue of 
his orphans. 
There were only 20 persons In the 
nursery on the upper floors at the time 
of the fire, and eight of them escaped 
without injury . 
The property loss was only $1,500.

With a 
restoration of a foreign policy consistent 
with American Ideas there can be an imme­ 
diate and large reduction in the burdens 
now borne by the people. 
B elieves In th e In co m e Tex. 
By inadvertence the income tax plank 
agreed upon by the resolutions committee, 
was omitted from the platform as read aud 
adapted. 
The subject, however, is covered 
by the reaffirmation of the Chicago plat­ 
form, and I take this occasion to reassert 
my belief in the principle which underlies 
the income tax.' Congress should have au­ 
thority to levy and oolect an income tax 
whenever necessary, and an amendraent’to 
the federal constitution specifically con­ 
ferring such authority ought to be support­ 
ed by even those who may think the tax 
unnecessary at this tlme% In the hour of 
di >ger the government can draft the citi­ 
zen; it ought to be uble to draft the pocket- 
book as well. Unless money Is more pre­ 
cious than blood, we cannot afford fo give 
greater protection to the incomes of the 
rich than to the lives outlie poor. 
In conclusion, Mr. Brglu declares that 
Imperialism presses more Imperatively for 
solution than any other question.

In the distribution of powers among the 
governments organized by the commission, 
the presumption is always to be in favor 
of the smaller subdivision, so that all the 
powers which can properly be exercised by 
th e ‘municipal government shall be vested 
in that governuieut, and all the powers 
of a more general character which can be 
exercised by the departmental government 
ahall be vested in that government, and so 
that In the governmental system, which is 
the result of the process, the central gov­ 
ernment of the Islands, following the ex­ 
ample of the distribution of the powers 
between the states and the national gov­ 
ernment of the United States, shall have 
no direct administration except of matters 
of purely general concern, and shall huve 
only such supervision and control over lo­ 
cal governments as may be necessary 
to 
secure aud enforce faithful and efficient 
administration by local officers. 
The many different degrees of civilization 
and varieties of custom and capacity among 
the people of the different Islands pre­ 
clude very definite instruction as to the 
part which the people shall take in the 
selection of their owu officers; but these 
general rules are to be observed: That in 
all cases the municipal officers, who ad 
minister the local alia irs of the people, 
are to be selected by the people, aud that 
wherever officers ol more extended juris­ 
diction are to la* selected in any way, na­

•Rio East Front street, used as branch 
nursery of the Salvation Army, burned 
and its occupants were so imprisoned 
that some were suffocated to death and 
other seriously injured. 
On account of the cold weather a 
fire had been started in the stove for 
the little tots, who are cared for there 
during the day while their mothers 
are engaged at work elsewhere. It is 
thought that this 
caused 
the 
fire, 
through some defect in the flues. Most 
of the mothers knew nothing of the 
calamity until they were through with 
their day’s work. At the morgue and 
at the hospitals, as well as about the 
burned building, the scenes were Inde­ 
scribable. 
The firemen made heroic efforts to 
rescue the women and children, but 
most of those on the upper floors were 
beyond hope.

been murdered by their countrymen in 
arms.

When y ou make a millionaire y au 
make d ozens of pau pers,” said Demo­ 
cratic Chairman Jones in his speech 
thanking the Arkansas legislatu re for 
his third election to the United States 
senate—the same speech in which he 
mad e his famou s sneer at the “ignor 
ant foreigners.” 
That was at Little 
Rock, in Janu ary , 1897 . In his appeal

that speech echoed his plea, while it 
was the general impression 
in 
his 
state, and also at Washington, u p to 
that time, that he had v ery little in­ 
come ex cept his congressional salary . 
Yet, within less than 
fou r 
short 
y ears, the same James K. Jones, chair­ 
man of the Democratic national com 
mittee, withou t v isible means of in­ 
creasing his wealth, now appears in 
the "Financial Red Book of America,” 
more commonly referred to as ‘‘The 
List o f American Millionaires,” with 
the rating o f one of the 26 millionaires 
of his state. 
In all sou thwestern Arkansas bu t 
two millionaires are named , and one 
of them is at Washington, in Hemp­ 
stead cou nty , in these terms: "Jones, 
Hon. James 
K. Cotton Compressor, 
Politician.” Getting rich properly and 
honestly is all right, and we are not 
now say ing that Mr. Jones’ wealth was 
amassed u nd u ly , althou gh so su d d enly . 
Its pecu liarity appears in the re­ 
markable combination between his 
past sentiments, ex pressed in the qu o­ 
tation that begins this article, and the 
repeated remarks of the papers of Ar­ 
kansas, that Senator Jones was amou g 
the poorest in point of world ly good s 
of the United States senators, as con­ 
trasted with this qu ick getting rich 
Ev en at that, it wou ld not be a matter 
of campaign concern, bu t for its inti 
mate relation to the great Democratic 
d octrine of opposition to 
tru sts, of 
which Mr. Jones has mad e himself so 
conspicu ou s an ad v ocate. 
One ex planation for his rapid in 
crease in prosperity is that, after his 
party ’s d efeat fou r y ears ago, he spec­ 
u lated in stocks, and took ad v antage 
of the rise of the stock market.

Jones in a money -making tru st, based 
u pon that su rest of fou nd ations—ex ­ 
clu siv e patents. 
The American Rou nd Bale Cotton 
company , in which Jones was an early 
inv estor, from the first ad opted two 
of the fav orite d ev ices of the tru st 
monopolies. 
They refu sed to sell the 
rou nd bale compressors to the cotton 
planters, bu t only leased them u pon 
roy alties, at a price practically pay ing 
for a machine ev ery y ear It wou ld be 
u sed , thu s d ou bling their money each 
y ear.

It will continu e control of the , 
patents and the machines, and 
also 
proposes to take into stock partnership 
those who are interested in cotton bal­ 
ing and compressing. 
This will be d one throu gh local com­ 
panies all ov er the Cotton Belt, bu t it j 
will be carefu lly planned that the par- ' 
ent company , in which Jones is an 
original stockhold er, shall hav e 51 per 
cent of the capital stock in each local 
concern—the home people hav ing what 
is left. "There's millions in it,” as can 
be read ily seen, and it will be ju st as 
mu ch a tru st as the Stand ard Oil com­ 
pany , with its great nu mber of su bor­ 
d inate companies, all feed ing the fou n­ 
tain head . 
Lately Little Rock people hav e been 
asked to inv est in this company u pon 
pled ges of profits galore. All of which 
is a wond erfu l ex ample of the sin­ 
cerity of Cotton-Baler Jones, when, as 
National Chairman Jones, he promu l­ 
gates the Democratic plank, to-wit:

In all southwestern Arkansas but 
two millionaires are named, and one 
of them is at Washington, in Hemp­ 
stead county, in these terms: “Jones, 
Hon. James 
K. Cotton Compressor, 
Politician.” Getting rich properly and 
honestly is all right, and we are not 
now saying that Mr. Jones’ wealth was 
amassed unduly, although so suddenly.

lican adm inistration and pushed to a 
successful conclusion, notw ithstanding 
Mr. Bryan’s assertion that this admin­ 
istration has done nothing to protect 
the people against such monopolies. 
"But Mr. Bryan knows that neither 
the president nor congress has power 
to control or regulate trusts 
which 
do not interfere with interstate com 
mere©. 
He admitted as much in the 
speech he delivered before the trust 
conference held in Chicago a 
year 
ago. 
In his speech there, discussing 
the power of congress to pass a law 
against trusts, he said: 
“ •lf It la unconstitutional and so de 
Glared by the supreme court, I am in 
favor of an amendment to the 
con 
•titution that will give congress power 
to destroy every trust in the coun 
try.' 
"That was what Bryan said a year 
ago. 
Acting upon his suggestion, the 
Republican house of 
representatives 
proposed a constitutional am endment 
giving congress power to define, regu­ 
late, control and punish trusts. That 
am endment was submitted 
to 
the 
house by a committee appointed to pro­ 
vide a remedy for the trust evil. When 
it came up for action the Democrats 
voted solidly against it, and it 
was 
defeated because it failed to receive 
the necessary two-thirds vote. 
"The Democrats In tho house reject­ 
ed the remedy Bryan had proposed, 
because they said such an amendment 
would take from the states the power 
they now possess and lodge It in the 
central governm ent 
They 
did not 
w ant to give congress power to 
de­ 
stroy trusts, as Bryan had suggested,

Toners of E ast Liverpool, and of the

following article from the Cleve­ 
land Leader of Septem ber 16: 
“Mr. Bryan pretends to be the espe­ 
cial champion of the interests of labor, 
yet President McKinley was fighting 
the battle of labor before the Nebras­ 
ka orator was out of school.

his entire term of service in the house 
of representatives Mr. McKinley was 
recognized as the champion of

rights of labor. 
“On August 28, 1890, Mr. McKinley, 
on the floor of the house, advocated 
the passage of the' bill giving force 
and effect to the law providing that 
eight hours shall 
constitute a day’s

that 
speech, 
‘that when we constitute eight hours 
a day’s work, instead of IO hours, ev­ 
ery four days give an additional day’s 
work to some workingman who may 
not have 
any employment at all. 
It 
is one more day s work, one 
more 
day’s wages, one more opportunity for 
work and wages, an increased demand 
for labor. 
The governm ent 
of 
the 
United States,’ he continued, ‘ought, 
finally and in good faith, to set 
this 
example of eight hours as constituting 
a day’s work required of laboring men 
In the service of the United States. 
The tendency of the times the world 
over is for shorter hours for labor, 
shorter hours 
In 
the 
interest 
of 
health, shorter hours in the interest 
of humanity, shorter hours in the in­ 
terest of the home and the family; 
and the United States can do no bet­ 
ter service to labor and to its own 
citizens than to set 
the example to 
states to corporations, and to individ­ 
uals employing men, by declaring thfit, 
so far as the 
governm ent 
is 
con­ 
cerned, eight hours shall constitute a 
day’s work, and he all that is required 
of its laboring force.’ 
“At that tim e Mr. McKinley was the 
leader of the house and 
his speech 
had the effect of securing for the bill 
a unanimous vote when it came 
to 
passage.’’

Affair.

The A ttem pt o f M illiliters to S ettle th e 
Trouble by A rbitration F ailed —Strike 
Leaders Profess to He W ell 
Pleased 
W ith th e N um ber o f Men W ho Obeyed. 


P hiladelphia, 
Sept. 18.—T he 
g reat 
strike of m ine w o rk ers in th e a n th ra ­ 
cite Coal fields of P ennsylvania, w hich 
represent practically the 
hard 
coal 
ou tp u t of th e w orld, is on. A ccording 
to P resid en t M itchell, of th e U nited 
M ine W orkers of A m erica, w ho is per­ 
sonally directing th e strik e from his 
h ead q u arters a t H azelton, the success 
of the fo u r days* effort to tie up th e 
m ines exceeded th e ex p ectatio n s 
of 
th e strike leaders. 
T he hard coal re­ 
gion is divided into four g re at d is­ 
tricts, the L ackaw anna, W yom ing, L e­ 
high and Schuylkill regions. 
In the 
first two, rep resen tin g nearly 
90,000 
men, tile tie up is p ractically com plete. 
One m ine em ploying a few hundred 
men, is being operated, and tills, the 
strik ers say they hope to close soon. 
In the Lehigh region th e situ atio n is a 
stan d off. about 8,000 of th e 10.000 
m ine em ployes having qu it w ork. P rin ­ 
cipally because the union lins com par­ 
atively little stren g th iii th e Schuylkill 
region th e w orkm en th ere have no de­ 
cided grievance, as in o th er d istricts, 
and the strik e w as not general am ong 
th e upw ard o f oO.OOO m en em ployed. 
Indications last night, how ever, pointed 
to th e closing today of som e m ines in 
the last nam ed d istrict th a t operated 
M onday, despite the assert Ions of offi­ 
cials of the P hiladelphia A- R eading Coal 
& Iron com pany and o th er com panies 
operating the 
region 
th a t 
they will 
continue th eir collieries in operation. 
N early all the efforts of 
th e 
strik e 
leaders are tieing devoted to org an iz­ 
ing tile men in the w eak Schuylkill 
and Lehigh regions, and 
last 
night 
th eir organizer and orato rs w ere re­ 
doubling th eir efforts. 
No violence w orth m entioning m arred 
th e first d ay o f th e struggle. 
P ractically no progress w as m ade in 
th e efforts of som e of the elertrv to 
bring about a settlem en t by a rb itra ­ 
tion.

The Term Explained in a Way That 


All May Under­ 


stand. 
The word “free” as used here means 
that the expense of coining the sil­ 
ver shall be borne by the government. 
The director of the mint states that 
it costs $15,000 to coin 1,000,000 silver 
dollars. The first demand of the free 
coinage party is that this $15,000 for 
every million coined shall be paid out 
of the national treasury, and not paid 
directly or indirectly by the owner of 
the silver bullion. 
The word “unlimited” means 
that 
the holder of silver bullion anywhere 
in the world can send it to the mints 
of the United States and demand its 
coinage into money. The secretary of 
the treasury on January I, 1895, esti­ 
mated the total stock of coined silver 
in the world, aside from the United 
States, at $3,444,900,000, and, during 
the year 1894 the total world’s 
pro­ 
duction of silver at $216,892,200. The 
word “unlimited” means that this $3.- 
661,792,200 and ail mined since, and all 
to be mined hereafter, may 
demand 
coinage at the mints of the United 
States. 
The phrase, “legal ratio of 16 to I,” 
means that the mint will take 23.22 
grains of pure gold and stamp 
this 
weight as one dollar; and that 371.25 
grains of pure silver will be stamped 
as one dollar. Hence the weight of a 
silver dollar is 16 times the weight of 
a gold dollar (15.988 to I). 
This 
Is 
called a legal ratio because it is es­ 
tablished by law. 
The legal ratio must not be 
con­ 
founded with the commercial ratio. 
The secretary of the treasury states 
that for a considerable period the com­ 
mercial ratio of silver to 
gold 
was 
80.32 to I. 
This means 
that 
80.32 
grains of pure silver bullion would ex­ 


change for one grain of pure gold bul­ 
lion. 
Or, to state it differently, 30.32 
grains of silver bullion could be bought 
on the market for exactly the same 
money that would buy one grain 
of 
gold bullion. 
The free silver demand, when ana­ 
lyzed, cannot be misunderstood. 
Every honest free coinage advocate 
believes in bimetalism. 
He believes 
in the actual use of both metals as 
money, and he believes that the free 
silver demand, if enacted into 
law, 
will give practical bimetalism, that is, 
the actual use of both gold and silver 
as money. 
It seems evident, from a fair state­ 
ment of the free silver 
proposition, 
from the 
history of the three great 
commercial 
nations — the 
United 
States, France and England, from the 
present standing examples 
of 
free 
silver nations, and from the unanimous 
testimony of writers on finance, that 
a free silver law would result, not in 
bimetalism, but in a silver monometal- 
ism, and that it would 
reduce the 
United States to 
the 
cheap 
silver 
standard of Mexico, derange prices, re­ 
duce the wages of labor, and cause 
widespread disaster.

“The mothers of today must 
look more carefully to the building of 
their bodies and brains than their 
mothers and grandm others did.

other mass of material which from its 
very complexity requires labor aud 
time for digestion, drawing the blood 
from the brain to the stomach during 
his working hours?

The ham smeller’s only tools are a 
loug steel trier aud his nose, lie stands 
in g barrel to keep bis clothes from be­ 
ing soiled by the dripping brine, and 
the hams are brought to him. aud Ut 
plunges bis sharp pointed trier into 
them, withdraws it and passes It sw ift­ 
ly beneath his uose. 
The trier always 
goes down to the knuckle joint. 
In testing meat In that manner the 
man with the trier judges by the slight­ 
est shade of difference between the 
smell of one piece of meat and anoth­ 
er 
The smell of the meat is almost 
universally sweet, and that is what he 
smells. 
The slightest taiut or devia­ 
tion from the swc*et smell is therefore 
appreciable. 
It is not the degree of 
taint that he expects to find, but the 
slightest odor that is not sweet. 
When be detects an otlor, he throws 
the meat aside, aud if it is not un­ 
wholesome it 
is sold as “rejected" 
meat. but lf it is tainted It goes to the 
rendering tank. The ham tester smells 
meat from 7 o’clock In the morning un­ 
til 5 o’clock at night, and his sense 
must never become jaded or inexact or 
his usefulness would be at an end. 
Ham testing is not a pursuit danger­ 
ous to the health, as tea testing is sup- 
posed to be. but the ham smeller with 
a cold in his head is like a piano player 
who loses his arm iu a railroad wreck 
—Kansas City Star.

are engaged at work elsewhere.

through some defect in the flues. Most 
of the mothers knew nothing of the 
calam ity until they wore through wMth 
their day’s work. 
A t Hie morgue and 
at the hospitals, as well as about the 
burned building, the scenes were lnde 
seri bable. 
The firemen made heroic efforts to 
rescue tile women and children, but 
most of those on the upper floors were 
beyond hope.

hospitals with those that were rescued 
and their cries were heard along the 
streets. All of the hospital physicians 
were called in and the nurses

Hon. Jam es A. Garfield in a speech 
that is rich in patriotic sentim ents, 
made statem ents which reply to Mr. 
Bryan and all others who ask the with­ 
drawal of the Am erican arm y from 
the face of the enemy in the Philip 
t 
pines. 
During the war of the rebellion Gar 
field left the southern battlefields to 
enter congress, having 
been 
elected 
while in command of the Union forces. 
He began his career in the House of 
Representatives, partly at the solici­ 
tation of President Lincoln, whom Mr. 
Bryan and other Dem ocrats now de­ 
light to quote. 
Mr. Lincoln desired 
an able debater, like Garfield, who was 
fam iliar with the service in the arm y, 
to fight the copperheads in the halls 
of congress. 
In the spring of 1864 the proposition 
was made in congress to withdraw the 
Union forces and 
end the 
war 
by 
breaking up the Union. 
The Demo­ 
crats urged it with all their might, 
$nd this sentim ent crystalized a few 
weeks later iii their national platform 
when they declared the war a failure. 
Many storm y debates occurred in 
congress over the proposition to w ith­ 
draw the Union forces. 
On April 8, 
1864, Mr. Long, a Democratic member 
from the Cincinnati district in Ohio, 
made a speech which was regarded as 
a very able and effective one from the 
Democratic sH e of the house. 
General 
Garfield replied to it, and his rem arks 
In reference to the proposition to w ith­ 
draw the 
Union 
soldiers 
from 
the 
South 
answ er 
B ryan’s proposition 
to withdraw 
the 
Am erican 
soldiers 
from the Philippines. 
Hence it is th at Garfield has replied 
to Bryan. 
The portions of President 
Garfield’s speech given below will he 
found on pages 1,503 and 1,504, Con­ 
gressional Globe, part 2d, F irst session 
of 38th congress. 
Mr. Garfield said: 
“When this war began m any good 
men stood 
hesitating and 
doubting 
what they ought to do. Their doctrine 
of state rights, their sym pathies, all 
they had ever loved and longed for, 
were in the South, and after long and 
painful- hesitation, some of them at 
last went with the enemies of the na­ 
tion.

hand of a m ajestic people is about to 
let fall the lightning of its conquering 
power upon the rebellion; now, in the 
Quiet of this hall, hatched in the low­ 
est depths of darkest treason, there 
rises a Benedict Arnold and proposes 
to surrender us all up, body and spir 
it, tne nation and the flag, its genius 
and its honor, now and forever, to the 
accursed traito rs of our country.

“I said a little while ago th at I ac­ 
cepted the proposition of the gentle­ 
man that the rebels had the right of 
revolution; and the decisive issue be­ 
tw een us and the rebellion is, whether 
they shall revolutionize and destroy, 
or we shall subdue and preserve. 
take th© latter ground. 
We take the 
common weapons of war to meet them ; 
and if these be not sufficient, I would 
take any elem ent which would over­ 
whelm and destroy; I would sacrifice 
the dearest and hest beloved; I would 
take all old sanctions of the law and 
the constitution and fling them to the 
winds, if necessary, 
rather than let 
the nation he broken in pieces and its 
people destroyed with endless ruin. 
W hat is the constitution that these 
gentlemen are constantly flinging in 
our faces whenever we desire to strike 
hard blows against the rebellion? 
It 
is the production of the American peo­ 
ple. 
They made it, and the creator is 
m ightier than the creature. 
The pow­ 
er which made the constitution can 
also make other instrum ents to do Its 
great work in the day of its dire ne­ 
cessity.”

“When you make a millionaire yau 
make dozens of paupers,” said Demo­ 
cratic Chairman Jones in his speech 
thanking the Arkansas legislature for 
his third election to the United States 
senate—the same speech in which he 
made his famous sneer at the “ignor­ 
ant foreigners.” 
That was at Little 
Rock, in January, 1897. 
In his appeal 
to Arkansas voters in that campaign 
he repeatedly 
pleaded 
poverty, and 
that speech echoed his plea, while it 
was the general impression 
in 
his 
state, and also at Washington, up to 
that time, that he had very little in­ 
come except his congressional salary. 
Yet, within less than 
four 
short 
years, the same James K. Jones, chair­ 
man of the Democratic national com­ 
mittee, without visible means of in­ 
creasing his wealth, now appears in 
the "Financial Red Book of America,” 
more commonly referred to as “The 
List of American Millionaires,” with 
the rating of one of the 26 millionaires 
of his state. 
In all 
southwestern Arkansas but 
two millionaires are named, and one 
of them is at Washington, in Hemp­ 
stead county, in these terms: "Jones, 
Hon. James 
K. Cotton Compressor, 
Politician.” Getting rich properly and 
honestly is all right, and we are not 
now saying that Mr. Jones’ wealth was 
amassed unduly, although so suddenly. 
Its peculiarity appears in the re­ 
markable 
combination 
between 
his 
past sentiments, expressed in the quo­ 
tation that begins this article, and the 
repeated remarks of the papers of Ar­ 
kansas, that Senator Jones was among 
the poorest in point of worldly goods 
of the United States senators, as con­ 
trasted with this quick getting rich. 
Even at that, it would not be a m atter 
of campaign concern, but for its inti­ 
mate relation to the great Democratic 
doctrine of opposition to 
trusts, of 
which Mr. Jones has made himself so 
conspicuous an advocate. 
One explanation for his rapid in­ 
crease in prosperity is that, after his 
party’s defeat four years ago. he spec­ 
ulated in stocks, and took advantage 
of the rise of the stock market. 
Is 
not that incredible, however, because 
that advance in stocks was due to Mc­ 
Kinley’s election and Bryan’s defeat? 
Another explanation that tallies with 
known facts, is the prominence of Mr. 
Jones in a money-making trust, based 
upon that surest of foundations—ex­ 
clusive patents. 
The American Round Bale Cotton 
company, in which Jones was an early 
Investor, from the first adopted two 
of the favorite devices of the trust 
monopolies. 
They refused to sell the 
round bale compressors to the cotton 
planters, but only leased them upon 
royalties, at a price practically paying 
for a machine every year it would be 
used, thus doubling their money each 
year. 
Then, to clinch the thing, the 
Jones company adopted the plan of 
giving preference premiums above the 
m arket price upon cotton baled with 
their machines, thus opening the door 
for a control of the cotton market, as 
well as of the cotton compress mar­ 
ket. 
Such extensive operations soon re­ 
quired more capital than the Jones Ar­ 
kansas crowd 
could 
command, and 
they got help from Searles, the sugar 
trust magnate, so that the American 
Round Bale Cotton company has the 
benefit of the most experienced trust 
methods and capital. To this end, ac­ 
cording to Little Rock Advices, plans 


are maturing lur pusning me ousiness 
extensively, as soon as the election is 
over. 
It will continue control of the 
patents and the machines, and 
also 
proposes to take into stock partnership 
those who are interested in cotton bal­ 
ing and compressing. 
This will be done through local com­ 
panies all over the Cotton Belt, but it 
will be carefully planned that the par­ 
ent company, in which Jones is an 
original stockholder, shall have ,>1 per 
cent of the capital stock in each local 
concern—the home people having what 
is left. "There’s millions in it,” as can 
be readily seen, and it will be just as 
much a trust as the Standard Oil com­ 
pany, with its great number of subor­ 
dinate companies, all feeding the foun­ 
tain head. 
Lately Little Rock people have been 
asked to invest in this company upon 
pledges of profits galore. All of which 
is a wonderful example of the sin­ 
cerity of Cotton-Baler Jones, when, as 
National Chairman Jones, he promul­ 
gates the Democratic plank, to-wit: 
"We pledge the Democratic party to 
an unceasing warfare in nation, state 
and city, ag J inst private monopoly In 
every form.” 
Never has the 
American flag been 
pulled down in American territory nor 
under fire.

Calhounism, the 
seed of secession, 
the stimulus to rebellion, the direct 
cause of the civil 
war, is distinctly 
traced by former United States Sena­ 
tor Henry L. Dawes, in an article in 
the Boston Congregationalist, as being 
identical with the present Democratic 
campaign assertion that * the const) • 
tution in proprio vigore extends it­ 
self over and is, with all its provis 
ions, in full force in all newly acquir­ 
ed territory immediately on its provis­
